The happy 
parents were completely sheltered in 
the house of Mrs. Lindbergh's father. 
All details were withheld, just as de- 
tails of the Lone Eagle's courtship 
and marriage were guarded.

Some time after the news of the 
baby’s birth was obtained, newspaper- 
men received information that the 
child weighed seven and three-quarter 
pounds and that Dr. Forbes Hawks, 
specialist of the Fifth Avenue (New 
York) hospital, assisted by Dr. E. H. 
Foiennen and three other physicians, 
attended Mrs. Lindbergh. 

There was much speculation as to

GIVEN AS 2,687,280 


IN CENSUS REPORT 


Number of Georgians In- 


ade; Only 2 Per Cent 
Out of Work. 


An unofficial tabulation Sunday of | 


census returns from all Georgia coun- 
ties gave the state’s population as 

2,887,280 persons, and most of them 
are at work. 

This compared with a population 
of 2,842,665 in 1920 and is an in- 
crease of 44,725 

Virtually all the figures are pre- 
liminary and subject to revision. 
Even the 1920 count was not received 
from many supervisors, who did not 
list the 1920 official count in many 
counties in announcing their 1930 re- 
turns. 

It was agreed generally that the 
final and official count would swell 
the state's total and possibly push it 
to more than 2,900,000. 

The increase was not as large as 
expected in some quarters, but the 
fact that most Georgians are at work 
and that unemployment is slight was 
egcouraging. 

The number of unemployed in the 
entire state was estimated at approxi- 
mately 2 per cent. Reports from even 
the industrial centers showed that 
most men and women who want to 
work and are able to do so have jobs. 
Slightly more than 2 per cent were un- 
employed in Columbus, and about the 
same per cent were out of work in 
Atlanta. Macon, Brunswick, Rome, 
Gainesville and other cities had simi- 
lar reports. 

Most Georgia cities, and all those 
with populations of more than 25, 
000, had good gains but the rural 
sections lost population in most in- 
stances,

President Hoover today warned that 
the veterans’ relief bill to be voted 
upon tomorrew in the senate meant 
a raise in taxes and administration 
leaders in the senate immediately 
moved to put forward a substitute ac- 
ceptable to him. Secretary Mellon 
warned of a deficit if the measure |

The president made known his op- 
position to the bill in a letter to Sen- 
ator Watson, of Indiana, the repub- 
lican leader, which was given ont at 
the White House. He said it not only 
meant increased taxes but it was un- 
equitable to the World War veterans 
and was far more than they themselves 
had asked.

The text of President Hoover's. let- 
ter today to Senator Watson, of In- 
diana, the republican leader, upon 
the pending World War veterans’ re- 
lief legislation follows: 

“In accordance with our discussion, 
I am sending herewith communica- 
tions from Secretary Mellon and Gen- 
eral Hines, director of the veterans’ 
bureau, on the subect of the World 
War veterans’ legislation now before 
the congress, showing the result of 
their investigation into the effect of 
the bill reported this week to the 
senate. These memorandums con- 
firm the views which I have express- 
ed during the past few weeks and I be- 
lieve the congress and the public 
should be informed thexeon. 

“General Hines states that the bill 
which has been passed by the house 
of representatives will add directly to 
our present expenditure for World 
War veterans (at present $511,000,000 
per annum) by $181,000,000 for the 
first year, increasing annually until 
it reaches a possible additional sum of 
$400,000,000 a year. This bill, as 
amended by senate committee, will add 
directly $102,000,000 the first year, 
ultimately rising to the addition of a 
sum of $225,000,000 per annum. Even 
these estimates are far from includ- 
ing the whole of the potential obliga- 
tions created by the principles em- 
braced in this legislation and the un- 
certain added expense by certain 
amendments to previous legislation.

Even when foreign interest payments 
have been made in cash, the treasury 
up to the present time has been in 
a position to apply them to the reduc- 
tion of our national debt.

Mexican Flier Rests 


‘After Setting Mark 


MEXICO CITY, June 22.—(A)— 
Rested from his long grind at pilot- 
ing his airplane in the first non-stop 
flight from New York to Mexico City, 
Colonel Roberto Fierro today went to 
Dolores cemetery here to place wreaths 
on the graves of three fliers who died 
pioneering air trails. 

After paying this tribute to Pablo 
Sidar, and his companion, Lieutenant 
Carlos Rovirosa, killed in an attempt- 
edenon-stop flight from here to Bue- 
nos Aires last May 11, and Captain 
Emilio Carranza, killed while attempt- 
ing the flight Colonel Fierro made 
yesterday, he called on President Ortiz 
Rubio at Chapultepee castle.

The flyer granted newspapermen a 
short interview, in which he said he 
was tired, and glad to get away from 
the roar of his plane’s motor, Ex- 
amination of the plane today showed 
there was only fifteen gallons of gaso- 
line left—enough for about half an 
hour’s flight, when Fierro Landed. 

“From my departure from New 
York on I encountered bad weather,” 
said Colonel Fierro. “Throughout the 
flight I was up against adverse winds, 
heavy rains, and constantly ran into 
banks of clouds. I expended more 
gasoline than 1 had foreseen, and a 
slight deviation from the direct route 
I had planned would have caused fail- 
ure of the flight. 


“The motor ran irregularly most of } 


the way, and repairs evidently failed 
to reduce the gasoline consumption, 
I hope to make further alterations 
here that will reduce gasoline con- 
sumption.” 

Fierro estimated that he flew 2,152 
miles at an average speed of 140 miles 
an hour.

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Seems Certain as Veto Looms 


Many Friends of Veter- 
ans Dis elaim Much- 
Amended Measure Now 
Before Senate.

WASHINGTON, June 22.— The 
World War veterans’ bill, which un- 


doubtedly will pass the senate Mon- h 


day night, is certain to become con- 
spicuous immediately after. The bill 
contains extraordinary features and 
has already had a sensational parlia- 


mentary career, Originally the bill 
was written in a form which it was 
anticipated would be agreeable for 


President Hoover to sign and possible 


for the treasury to bear. In that form 
the bill was sponsored by the chair- 
man of the house committee on Vorl 
War veterans’ legislation, Congress- 
man Royal C. Johnson, of South Da- 
kota, who is himself a veteran and 
has been a more or less official spokes- 
man for the veterans. 

This original bill seems to have had 


the approval, at that time, of the 


American Legion. Once the bill was 
introduced in the house, however, it 
was overwhelmed with amendments 
enlarging the benefits to veterans. 
Congressman Johnson spoke of ‘hese 
as “political amendments.” As a re- 
sult, Congressman Johnson himself 
expressed the judgment that “any 
president would be forced by such 
cumulative loading to veto the bill. 
Another congressman, Denison, of 
Illinois, said: We have loaded this 
bill down with amendments which, of 
course, will result in the bill not be- 
ing approved by the president.” 

Nevertheless, the house passed the 
bill in its enlarged form by the enor- 
mous majority of 324 to 49. This was 
done in spite of the energetic protests 
of members universally accepted as 
friendly to the veterans. 


Presumptions. 


The fundamental enlargement of 
the bill in the house had to do with 
what is described as “presumption of 
service connection,” meaning connec- 
tion between a disease and service in 
the war. In the original bill the pre- 
sumption of service connection was 
continued for all diseases up to Jan- 
uary 1, 1925. One of the amend- 
ments in the house extended the period 
of presumption, as to some specified 
diseases, until January 1, 1930. n 
the end the house, in effect, passed 
both the origina] bill and also the 
amendment. Consequently in the bill 
as it left the house, the presumption 
of service connection for al] diseases 
was extended to January 1, 1930. 

“Presumption of service connection” 
means that if a World War veteran 
at any time up to January 1, 1930, 
should incur an illness or an injury, 
such disability was presumed to be 
connected with his service in the war, 
more than eleven years before. The 
presumption is conclusive and not sub- 
ject to rebuttal by evidence: It is 
frankly admitted that this presump- 
tion is “pure fiction.” The majority 
report of the committee, which ex- 
tended the presumption to January 1, 
1925, said that in going even that far 
„congress in its desire to be generous 
. „went far beyond anything that the 


‘medical experts appearing before your 


committee would justify as logical.” 

The further extension to January 1, 
1930, the committee said, is “a pure 
fiet ion, wholly artificial.” In describ- 
ing the effect of adopting January 1. 
1930, the committee said: “A claim- 
ant might have entered the army any 
time before atlmistice day and after 
serving but a —_ time ry discharged 
wi any defect note i 
Aude absolutely no oo sft ca 
of any treatment in the course Of 
service. He might have returned to 
industrial life and carried on contin- 
udusly until December 31, 1929. If 
on that date he were found to have 
a ten per cent degree of disability by 
reason of .gout, service connection 
could be established with compensa- 
tion payments and other benefits 
legally obtainable.” 

High Rates.

Critics of the bill claim that the 
extreme character of it is not under- 
stood, and that the probable cost to 
the government is not realized. Sen- 
ator Reed, of Pennsylvania, himself 
a veteran, said: 


J do not believe ten senators un- 
derstand what is in the bill.” It is 
a fact that the bill, as passed by the 
ouse, was almost unintelligible be- 
cause of the dumping into it of over- 
lapping amendments. The chairman 
of the house committee in charge of 
the bill said that much of it was un- 
intelksible to him. The writer of this 
dispatch, in a previous dispatch about 
the same bill, said that it applied to 
persons who joined the army or navy 
up to July 1, 1921. This is true of 
the bill as introduced and is also true 
of.the law as it exists today. The 

resent bill. however, appears to have 

n limited by an amendment to per- 
— who joined before November 11, 


The difficulty of understanding the 
bill seems to spring in part from a 
desire to avoid use of the word “pen- 
sion.” At the time of the war, pro- 
visions were made for insurance and 
disability which it was then said 
would prevent any need of pensions 
for veterans of this war. The un- 
usual meaning of various terms as 
used in the present bill, such as pre- 
sumption: of service connection” and 
the extreme length of ‘that presump- 
tion, seem designed to achieve what 
is, in effect, a pension without using 
that word. It was said in the house 
debate that the proper term for the 
bill would be disability pension.” 


All that is said here applies to the 
house bill. Between the house bill and 
the senate one, there must be adjust- 
ment. It is generally. taken for grant- 
ed that the final form will be so 
extreme that the president cannot 
sign it, and the treasury cannot meet 
it except by increasing the rate of in- 
come tax which is being paid this

Ghetto. 


In the old town of Eisenstadt. now 
the capital of the Burgenland, is a 

rfectly preserved ghetto, still inhab- 
ted. dating from the seventeenta 
century. ‘This ghetto is the most re- 
markable specimen of its kind in Aus- 
tria. The municapility now proposes 
to pull the ghetto down and build 
modern houses. This would be a 
matter for regret to every lover of 
hstoric things.

WHAT! LET A WORKING MAN 
CHOOSE HIS OWN DOCTOR? 
News item tells how doctors clashed 

at a legislative hearing on a bill that 

would permit injur workmen to 
choose their ewn doctors. Employers 
prefer to have doctors of their selec- 
tion take care of injured workmen 
under state 1 law. Let 
us see what the doctors clashed about. 


Under a compensation law there is 


of course a certain temptation to a 
small class of low-grade men to malin- 
ger when the prospect of a compen- 
sation is good. Employers or their 
agents argue that specialists in indus- 
trial practice—whatevey they may 

an give injured workmen better 
treatment than ordinary doctors can. 
Of course employers would never 
think of ringing in any little pet medi- 
cal tyros or giving the plant job to 
the low bidder who has found it im- 
possible to get along in private prac- 
tice. Workmen will understand that. 
Robots will not. An “industrial spe- 
cialist” is any doctor who gets a job 
as plant physician. 

A strong argument put forward by: 
the agents or lawyers of the employ- 
ers’ union or association at the hear- 
ing was that if the injured workman 
were permitted to select his own 
physician he might pick some ordi- 
nary doctor, say one licensed by the 
state to practice medicine and sur- 
gery but still not in the social swim, 
perhaps, and then, should the case 
require an operation in a hospital 
where the well known médical oligar- 
chy has control—you know, the Amer- 
ican College of Surgeons—it might 
happen that the big F. A. C. S. boys 
on the staff would not consent o let 
the ordinary doctor treat his patient 
in their very exclusive institution, so 
the poor workman would be outa luck. 

This argument made one of the ordi- 
nary doctors present at the hearing 
gag a bit. He remarked that a sick 
man recovers best under the care of 
the doctor in whom he has confidence. 
Another ordinary doctor, though not a 
cotillion leader, observed that— 

“It isn't always because of extra- 
ordinary ability and skill that physi- 
cians are designated by employers or 
insurance carriers to treat injured 
workmen. The thing that counts is 
the financial consideration. They pick

In a broad sense, there are two 
things that need to be done to make 
farming economically attractive. First, 
the income of agriculture must be in- 
creased. Second, the burdens of agri - 
culture must be reduced. 


We are not going to cure the ills 
of agriculture if we confine our activ- 
ities to making loans to co-opera- 
tives. We shall not receive an ade- 
quate price for farm products if we 
wait for an advance in the world 
market, and we shall not effect an 
advance in the world market by buy- 
ing a few million bushels of wheat. 


We must segregate exportable sur- 
pluses to make the tariff effective. 
Our tariff wall becomes effective on 
crops on which we have surpluses 
only after that part of the crop 
which is required for home consump- 
tion has been “segregated from the 
world supply. 

It is not important how this segre- 
gation is accomplished. It is impor- 
tant that it be accomplished. 

However desirable it may be to re 
duce, wheat acreage, in view of the 
present state of world production, 
the solution of the farm problem as 
a whole does not lie in stopping the 
raising of surpluses, but in segregat- 
ing surpluses and providing means 
for their orderly sale abroad. 

An adequate system of surplus 
control would meet organized buying 
with organized selling. It would pro- 
vide the means of holding crop sur- 
pluses and disposing of them at such 
times, in such places, and if such 
quanitities, as — were needed for 
eonsumption.

There were just 
two or three stores there and Roy’s saloon, The town was just on the 
west bank of the Pecos river over which there was the highest bridge 
in the world. The trains used to stop there for 20 minutes so passen- 
gers could go back and look at the bridge. 

One day 2 train stopped there with Lilly Langtry, the internationally 
famous beauty and singer. She sang for the inhabitants of the town. 

When the train was gone Ness says that Roy Beane sat down and 
got some paper and a pencil. He wrote the government of the United 
States: 

“This is to notify you that l, Roy Beane, the law west of Pecos, have 
changed the name of Vinegar Rone to Langtry. You will not send any 
mail to Vinegar Rone but direct it to Langtry. Respectfully, Roy 
Beane, the law west of Pecos.” | rts 

The government sent word back 
that they would not change the post- 
office name. Roy Beane wrote back 
and said that if they did not he would 
move his town and put it somewhere 
else. And so, the story goes, it was 
changed to Langtry. And it is called 
that to this day. 

Roy Beane appointed himself jus- 
tice of the peace. He was the law. 
One day there was a man arrested for 
killing a Chinaman, says. Ness.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., June 22.— 
(P)—Thousands of curious today gazed 
at the towering west rock from which 
Raymond C. Spang, demented World 
War veteran, yesterday pitched his 
wife and four children to their death 
and climaxed the tragedy two hours 
later by leaping after them. 

In Ansonia, Conn., far removed 
from the blood-stained 410-foot cliff, 
the bodies of the victims lay today 
in a morgue while plans were made 
for their burial Tuesday morning. 

Father and mother, Mrs. Gertrude 
Spang, 34, and the children. ranging 
in age from three to 12 years, will 
be laid to rest in a single simple 
funeral service. 

Only a strict watch maintained by 
police today prevented the more dar- 
ing of the crowds from making the 
precarious climb down the faee of 
the rock to the narrow ledge on which 
Spang took refuge for two hours after 
hurling the last of his children to their 
fate. 

Thousands yesterday saw the man, 
plainly outlined in his white shirt 
against the dark bréwn surface, re- 
more one shoe, cross himself and leap 
out into the air to land at their feet. 
All the while a fireman, lowered from 
the summit by a rope. was perched 
within a few fert of him, vainly at- 
tempting té reason the man out of his 
mad plan. a 

Crowds today came from all parts
